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REMARKS 

This is an amendment after final action and request for reconsideration 
filed in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.116. 

The only claim cancellations and formal claim changes ha»e been 
proposed. No substantial Calm changes to further limit the scope of any daim 
have been proposed. The proposed daim conges are designed to accept the 
allowable subject matter acoording to page 10 of the final Office Action. 

Entry of the proposed claim changes is respectfully requested, provfded 
that the consideration of the Informal Disclosure Statement (and prior art 
references accompanying If, dated August 10. 2005. which apparent has no, 
previously been considered, does no. necessKate withdraw* of the final Office 
Action and reexamination o, the dairns of .he amendment filed September 19. 
2005. See section IV below regarding the status of the Information Disclosure 
Statement fled August 10, 2005, according to the papers received by the 
undersigned. 

I. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16 and 21 were found to contain allowable subject matter, but 
were objected to because they depended on a rejected base claim, nameiy 
independent claim 15 (Page 10 of the final Off.ce Action). 
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Amendment of claims 16 and 21 so that they include the feature, and 
» mtefon s of Cairn 15 .s proposed. Amount of dependent Cairns 7 and 17 to 
20 for preferred embodiment that tttey depend on independent Calm 16 is else 
propo sed. Amendment of dependent cla*n 6 to depend on dependent claim 1 9 ,n 
order to pre**™ anteoedent basia for Ca>m terminology i. proposed. Calm 6 
currently depends on claim 5. which contains the same subject matter as Cairn 

No new issues would be induced by the proposed claim changes. The 
claims would then be limited to the allowable subject matter. 

However applicant reserve the right to file a continuation applicatton to try 
to obtain broader patent claim coverage. 

II. Indefinlteness Rejection 



Claim 



1 to 8 and 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 



paragraph, for indefiniteness. 

Cancellation of claims 1 to 6. 8 and 14 would obviate the reaction o, those 

claims for indefiniteness. 

If the proposed Calm changes are made claims 6 and 7 for preferred 
embodiments wou.d depend on the allowable amended daim 16. Dependent 
claims 6 end 7 would not contain any wording that would be considered 
indefinite. The dependent claims 6 and 7 do net contain the "reduced to an 
insignificant extent" wording that caused the reiection of Cairn 1 for 
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indefiniteness. 

For the foregoing reasons the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, for indefiniteness would be obviated. 

III. Obviousness Rejections
